The  process  of  updating  the  Town's 
Master  Plan  is  now  complete.  The  final  draft 
has  been  presented  to  the  Planning  Board.  The 
plan  has  been  voted  upon  and  adopted  as 
presented.  The  Master  Plan  Committee  is  to 
be  congratulated  for  a  job  well  done.  Their 
leadership,  dedication  and  hard  work  has 
produced  a  very  comprehensive  and  futuristic 
document  that  will  serve  the  town  for  many 
years  to  come. 

The  recycling  of  solid  waste,  presently 
on  a  voluntary  basis,  is  off  and  running  it 
appears  to  be  very  successful.  The  initial 
goals  of  the  Recycling  Committee  have  been 
achieved  and  surpassed.  Congratulations  to 
the  Committee  for  an  outstanding  effort.  The 
Selectmen  encourage  all  residents  to  fully 
participate  in  this  very  important  program. 
With  your  help  we  will  reduce  the  cost  of 
solid  waste  disposal  by  removing  recyclables 
from  the  wastestream. 

Two  separate  Bond  proposals  regarding  a 
new  police  station  and  an  addition  to  the 
school  are  before  the  voters  this  year.  The 
Selectmen  urge  all  residents  to  review  these 
projects  by  attending  both  the  School  Dis- 
trict and  Town  Meeting.

ment process  less  burdensome. 

A  special  note  of  thanks  is  due  to  all 
Town  employees  for  their  untiring  effort  and 
efficiency  in  fulfilling  their  individually 
assigned  responsibilities.  Each  of  our 
department  heads  deserve  special  mention  for 
their  continued  efforts  in  controlling  and 
managing  their  approved  budgets .

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THE  MASTER  PLAN  COMMITTEE 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  was  formed  by 
the  Planning  Board  in  August,  1988  to  work 
with  Mr.  Steve  Bird  of  the  Rockingham  Plan- 
ning Commission  in  his  review  and  update  of 
North  Hampton's  Master  Plan. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  was  made  up  of 
seven  citizens  of  North  Hampton.  Some  of  the 
members  were  members  of  other  town  boards  and 
committees  and  some  were  concerned  citizens 
not  involved  in  town  government.  The 
committee's  members  were,  Allen  Hines,  Chair- 
man; Thomas  Fabisak,  Vice  Chairman;  Craig 
Kelleher;  Mary  Herbert;  Stanley  Knowles; 
Marion  Barron;  Richard  Shea.  Richard  Shea 
resigned  for  personal  reasons  in  January, 
1989  and  was  replaced  by  Robert  Dunkle  of 
North  Hampton's  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  met  our  con- 
sultant, Mr.  Steve  Bird,  on  the  third  Thurs- 
day of  each  month  in  the  North  Hampton  Public 
Library.  The  meetings  went  on  for  fifteen 
months  and  the  new  Master  Plan  was  completed 
in  November,  1989. 

The  committee  began  by  mailing  a  survey 
to  all  the  households  in  the  town  to  find  out 
what  the  citizens  want  for  the  future  of 
their  town.  The  meetings  were  public  and 
open  to  anyone  who  wanted  to  give  the  commit- 
tee information  or  express  concern  about  an 
issue.  The  meetings  were  usually  covered  by 
a  reporter  from  The  Hampton  Union  and  arti- 
cles about  the  committee  and  its  work  ap- 
peared in  the  local  paper. 

Lynn  McLaren  and  Nancy  Beveridge  from 
the  Seacoast  United  Way  came  to  some  of  the 
meetings  to  express  their  concern   about 
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housing  in  North  Hampton.  The  late  Mr.  Ted 
Andrews  came  to  express  his  concerns  about 
elderly  housing. 

When  the  committee  and  Mr.  Bird  had 
finished  the  new  Master  Plan,  the  committee 
found  three  areas  that  it f  s  members  feel 
should  be  high  on  our  list  of  priorities  for 
the  town  to  address. 

The  first  area  of  concern  is  the  protec- 
tion of  our  aquifers.  The  committee  feels 
that  we  must  do  everything  we  can  to  protect 
our  water  supply  and  make  certain  it  does  not 
become  contaminated.  The  committee  would 
like  to  see  ordinances  to  do  this  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  second  area  of  concern  is  manufac- 
tured housing.  North  Hampton  is  not  present- 
ly in  compliance  with  RSA  674:32  which  deals 
with  manufactured  housing  in  New  Hampshire. 
The  committee  feels  that  North  Hampton  should 
comply  with  RSA  674:32  as  soon  as  possible. 
We  have  suggested  what  we  believe  is  the  best 
way  to  do  this. 

The  third  area  of  concern  is  minimum  lot 
sizes.  We  have  recommended  a  change  in  our 
minimum  lot  size  from  two  acres  for  each 
single  family  house  to  what  we  believe  is  a 
better  system  called  soil  type  lot  sizing. 
This  new  system  considers  the  ability  of  the 
soil  to  accept  waste  water  to  determine  the 
size  of  each  lot.  The  advantages  of  this 
system  are  that  it  is  legally  defendable 
because  it  is  scientifically  based.  This 
system  is  in  use  in  several  towns  in  New 
Hampshire  and  has  been  for  some  time.  The 
experience  of  these  towns  has  been  good.  Our 
current  two  acre  zoning  laws  could  be  at- 
tacked as  arbitrary  and  may  not  withstand  a 
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legal  challenge. 

The  Master  Plan  Committee  presented  a 
draft  of  the  new  master  plan  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  on  November 
29,  1989.  The  Planning  Board  is  completing 
its  work  on  the  plan  and  will  present  its 
findings  to  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton  at 
a  public  meeting  in  January  1990.

-  Dumping  of  snow  from  outside  of  town 
boundaries  if  it  contains  road  salt  or  de- 
icing  chemicals; 

-  Injection  wells  that  dispose  of  waste  in 
the  ground; 

-  Disposal  of  solid  waste  other  than  brush 
and  other  wood  products. 

(c)  Conditional  Uses.  The  following 
uses  are  presumed  to  be  toxic  or  hazardous  to 
ground  water  quality  and  will  be  permitted 
only  if  and  to  the  extent  that  anyone  propos- 
ing to  engage  in  any  such  activity  can  demon- 
strate the  contrary  to  the  Planning  Board. 
These  uses,  if  allowed  in  the  underlying 
zoning  districts,  are  permitted  only  after  a 
Conditional  Use  Permit  is  granted  by  the 
North  Hampton  Planning  Board. 

-  Junk  and  salvage  lots; 

-  Chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratory 
operation; 

-  Dry  Cleaning; 

-  Electronic  circuit  manufacturing; 

-  Metal  plating,  finishing,  and  polishing; 

-  Motor  and  machinery  service  and  assembly; 

-  Painting,  wood  preserving  and  furniture 
stripping; 

-  Photographic  processing; 

-  Printing; 

-  On-site  handling,  disposal,  discharge, 
storage,  processing  or  recycling  of  toxic 
or  hazardous  materials,  including  bulk 
storage  of  toxic  materials  for  resale  or 
distribution  (except  for  routine  delivery 
of  heating  oil);

Have  you  read  the  North  Hampton  Library 
column  in  The  Hampton  Union?  If  you  have, 
you  have  probably  caught  the  sense  of  excite- 
ment and  the  upbeat  atmosphere  in  our  li- 
brary. If  you  haven't  you're  missing  reviews 
that  will  pique  your  interest.  The  increase 
in  our  circulation  figures  reflect  the  fact 
that  the  library  is  a  busy  place. 

In  August  we  welcomed  Beverly  Vetter  as 
our  Children's  Librarian.   She  has  been 
putting  a  lot  of  her  energy  into  programs  for 
children  and  coordinating  materials  with  the 
public  schools. 

Our  Head  Librarian,  Pam  Schwotzer,  has 
been  working  hard  reviewing  and  ordering  new 
books,  overseeing  the  staff,  and  developing 
programs.  Much  of  her  time  has  been  taken 
attending  meetings  dealing  with  computeriza- 
tion of  library  services. 

Computers  have  become  an  important 
library  tool.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
N.H.  State  Library  we  are  able  to  network 
with  all  the  computer  centers  in  the  state. 
We  can  contact  any  of  the  centers  to  obtain 
requested  material.  In  the  future  it  will  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  trustees  to  look 
into  computerized  circulation  and  catalogu- 
ing. 

The  Friends  continue  to  be  a  strong 
component  of  our  library.  They  provide 
passes  to  the  Children's  Museum  in  Ports- 
mouth, Museum  of  Science  and  the  Fine  Arts 
Museum  in  Boston.  This  year  they  also  pur- 
chased a  microwave  for  the  kitchen,  and 
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financed  the  final  special  summer  program. 
We  hope  their  tree  trimming  party  will  become 
an  annual  event.  New  members  are  always 
welcome. 

After  serving  for  many  years  as  a  li- 
brary trustee  Katherine  Southworth  has  decid- 
ed not  to  seek  re-election.  Katherine  spent 
many  hours  each  month  on  the  budget  and  did 
much  to  implement  the  use  of  the  computer  in 
the  library.   We  will  all  miss  her. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  gifts 
from  the  townspeople  for  which  we  are  very 
grateful.   The  library  is  a  wonderful  re- 
source and  we  hope  more  people  will  come  and 
visit.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1989  has  been  a  busy  year.  Like  last 
year  there  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  businesses,  increasing  by  42  over  1988  to 
a  total  of  366.  With  these  we  generate  more 
traffic,  more  people  and  more  problems. 
There  was  a  31%  increase  in  thefts,  mostly 
from  shoplifting  and  secondly  from  vehicles. 
However,  burglaries  are  down  16%  over  1988, 
but  accidents  are  slightly  up,  which  was 
expected  with  the  increased  traffic.  The 
change  in  the  price  of  the  toll  on  195  didn't 
help  this  problem  at  all. 

We  again  were  selected  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Highway  Safety  Agency  to  participate  in 
their  Driving  While  Intoxicated  Program, 
where  for  twenty  six  weekends  we  add  another 
cruiser  unit  to  our  highways  to  combat  the 
problem  of  the  drunk  driver.  The  program  was 
very  effective  and  is  fully  funded  by  the 
Highway  Safety  Agency. 

This  department  and  the  Sheriff's  De- 
partment again  this  year  went  to  the  elemen- 
tary school  with  the  Officer  Phil  Program. 
This  year  there  was  a  talking  dog  named  K-9. 
He  spoke  to  the  children  on  all  types  of 
safety  from  buses  to  talking  to  strangers. 
Reports  came  back  that  it  was  a  great  hit 
with  the  children. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  various 
boards,  department  heads,  Selectmen  and  the 
community  for  their  support.  It  is  very 
essential  in  the  effective  operation  of  any 
department.  We  again  urge  you  to  express 
your  ideas  on  safety  to  the  various  depart- 
ments and  boards  so  we  may  all  work'  together 
to  make  our  community  a  safe  place  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  North  Hampton  Conservation  Commis- 
sion had  a  very  successful  year  in  1989.  We 
were  able  to  acquire  or  exercise  control 
over,  94.3  additional  acres.  All  of  this  lay 
along  the  Winnicut  River  and  represented 
purchases  and  Conservation  Easements.  This 
brings  our  total  in  Town  to  8  pieces  of  land. 
Our  most  "interesting"  lot  is  the  50  acres 
donated  by  David  and  Eugenia  Boies  in  1976. 

We  have  written  a  brochure  which  hope- 
fully will  be  in  your  hands  by  the  time  this 
is  printed.  This  tells  of  our  individual 
holdings  and  also  contains  a  statement  of  our 
goals  and  purpose.  Our  overriding  objective 
is  and  has  been  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  open  and  wooded  lands  in  North  Hamp- 
ton. In  addition  we  are  concerned  with  the 
protection  of  our  aquifers  and  their  recharge 
areas.  We  do  not  think  of  this  as  of  benefit 
to  our  water  supplier,  the  Hampton  Water 
Works  Company,  but  rather  we  want  to  take 
care  of  our  water  supply  -  yours  and  mine. 
Bear  in  mind  that  the  Water  Company  receives 
a  little  over  half  of  their  water  from  North 
Hampton . 

Another  phase  of  our  activity  is  helping 
in  the  education  of  our  young  people.  Each 
year  we  underwrite  the  cost  of  sending  two 
individuals  from  our  Elementary  School  to 
Conservation  Camp.  This  camp,  in  Hillsbor- 
ough, New  Hampshire,  is  managed  by  the  Socie- 
ty for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  For- 
ests. We  also  send  one  young  student  to  a 
Land  Use  Seminar  in  Woodstock,  N.H.  for  a 
week. 
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We  are  pleased  with  these  two  education- 
al opportunities.  One  young  lady  came  back 
from  Conservation  Camp,  gave  a  report  to  our 
Commission  which  so  impressed  us  we  asked  her 
to  join  our  Board. 

We  are  now  engaged  in  locating  a  "tar- 
get" piece  of  land  which  will  serve  not  only 
as  additional  forest  and  field,  but  will  also 
have  open  space  which  could  be  used  by  our 
athletic  teams.  From  time  to  time  we  will 
ask  for  funds  to  support  this.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Few  people  would  disagree  that  1989  was  the 
worst  year  for  mosquitoes  in  at  least  30 
years.  Perhaps,  it  is  more  appropriate  to 
state  that  it  was  a  good  year  for  mosquitoes 
and  a  bad  year  for  mammals. 

The  1989  season  began  in  April  in  the  usual 
fashion  with  no  expectations  for  a  "heavy" 
year.  There  was  one  exception.  The  salt 
marsh  larval  surveys  revealed  unusually  high 
dip  counts.  Up  to  200  larvae  per  dip  were 
found  in  several  locations.  Normally  in 
April,  10  larvae  per  dip  are  found.  By  late 
May,  the  effects  of  the  mild  winter  and 
timely  spring  rains  on  the  mosquito  popula- 
tion became  apparent.  Tremendous  numbers  of 
adult  mosquitoes  hatched  in  the  salt  marshes 
and  swamps  everywhere.  Second  to  the  inten- 
sity of  the  seasonal  assault  was  the  public 
response  to  this  onslaught.  Mosquito  control 
agencies  across  the  country  received  prime 
time  TV  coverage.  It  was  comforting  to 
realize  that  we  weren't  alone.  Resident 
complaints  increased  more  than  10-fold  from 
previous  years.  Requests  for  additional 
spraying  flooded  our  office.  By  June  1st,  we 
all  knew  it  was  going  to  be  a  long  season. 

Periodic  rainfall  caused  sporadic  hatching  in 
areas  requiring  additional  larviciding. 
Therefore,  weekly  larval  surveys  were  con- 
ducted to  stay  on  top  of  breeding  activity. 

This  past  season,  Bacillus  thuringiensis 
israelensis  or  Bti.  was  used  on  all  salt 
marshes  and  in  many  freshwater  swamps.  This 
product,  a  naturally  occurring  bacteria 
embedded  on  cord,  is  a  highly  selective 
larvicide  for  mosquito  larvae.   Upon  inges- 
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tion,  Bti  disrupts  the  pH  and  enzymes  of  the 
mosquito.  Midgut  paralysis  results,  causing 
feeding  to  stop.  Death  occurs  within  24 
hours.  Bti  does  not  affect  mammals,  includ- 
ing humans,  beneficial  insects,  fish,  birds, 
amphibians,  crustaceans,  mollusks,  earthworms 
or  flatworms.  Increased  use  of  Bti  will 
replace  any  dependency  upon  conventional 
insecticides  such  as  ABATE. 

iOnce  mosquitoes  have  emerged  as  flying 
adults,  the  truck  mounted  sprayer  is  em- 
ployed. Routes  are  sprayed  in  the  evening, 
beginning  as  early  as  7:00  pm  or  in  the 
morning,  beginning  ar  4:00  am.  Resmethrin 
insecticide  was  used  this  past  season.  This 
product  is  the  safest  adulticide  available 
for  mosquito  control  and  does  not  have  the 
accompanying  odor  characteristic  of  most 
insecticides. 

Adulticiding  begins  each  summer  when  suffi- 
cient numbers  of  adult  mosquitoes  are  caught 
in  the  weekly  traps.  The  N.H.  State  Pesti- 
cide Control  Division  wants  proof  that  the 
need  for  adulticiding  is  based  upon  this 
data,  not  merely  a  political  decision.  Lack 
of  mosquitoes  is  rarely  a  problem.  Usually, 
the  weather  is  the  limiting  factor.  Cool 
temperatures,  wind  and  rain  are  major  influ- 
ences, in  addition  to  driver  or  vehicle 
availability.  During  1989,  adulticiding  was 
done  22  times  as  opposed  to  19  times  in  1988. 
Residents  who  do  not  want  their  property 
sprayed  must  notify  our  office  in  writing 
every  year.  Please  send  your  correspondence 
to  the  Mosquito  Control  Department,  10  Front 
Street,  Exeter,  N.H.,  03833  or  10  Central 
Road,  Rye,  N.H.,  03870. 

Currently,  the  town  relies  upon  chemical 
control  of  mosquitoes.    Insecticide  use, 
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whether  it  be  chemical,  bacterial  or  hormonal 
is  labor  intensive,  costly  and  only  a  tempo- 
rary solution.  OPEN  MARSH  WATER  MANAGEMENT, 
OMWM,  is  a  natural  approach  to  controlling 
mosquitoes  which  is  being  used  successfully 
up  and  down  the  coast  of  New  England.  OMWM 
uses  natural  fish  predators  to  reduce  the 
mosquito  population  by  providing  access  for 
these  fish  to  areas  on  the  marsh  where  mos- 
quitoes are  breeding.  These  fish,  mummi- 
chogs,  are  indigenous  to  the  salt  marsh  and 
each  fish  can  consume  300-500  mosquito  larvae 
per  day,  reducing  the  mosquito  population  by 
97%  or  mor£.  The  success  of  OMWM  is  depend- 
ent upon  the  ability  of  the  mummichog  to 
reach  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  the  surviv- 
al of  adequate  numbers  of  fish  during  dry 
periods . 

Many  marshes  were  grid  ditched  in  the  past, 
radically  changing  the  habitat  by  artificial- 
ly draining  the  entire  marsh,  creating  the 
appearance  of  a  lush  green  landscape.  This 
seemingly  rich  environment  is  deceptive  in 
that  it  is  not  necessarily  an  indication  of  a 
healthy  marsh.  Pools  and  pannes  have  been 
eliminated,  removing  essential  spawning, 
feeding,  wintering  and  nursery  habitats  from 
the  ecosystem.  OMWM  restores  this  important 
diversity,  re-attracting  a  variety  of  wild- 
life including  the  increasingly  scare  black 
duck. 

Since  alterations  must  be  designed  according 
to  specific  characteristics  found  on  each 
salt  marsh,  monitoring  various  physical, 
chemical  and  biological  conditions  for  one 
season  is  necessary  to  establish  the  needs  of 
a  particular  marsh.  Site  evaluatipn  deter- 
mines which  marshes  are  suitable  for  manage- 
ment practices.  Therefore,  a  site  inventory 
and  evaluation  is  essential  in  developing  a 
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management  plan  for  any  salt  marsh  site. 

In  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  where  this 
program  has  already  begun,  the  Massachusetts 
Audubon  Society  is  a  major  supporter  of  the 
work  because  of  its  beneficial  effect  on  bird 
habitats  and  populations.  Returning  the  salt 
marshes  to  a  more  natural  state  will  give  all 
species  of  plants,  shellfish,  insects,  fish 
and  birds  an  equal  opportunity  for  survival 
by  not  allowing  one  species  an  unnatural 
advantage.  OMWM,  a  form  of  permanent  mosqui- 
to, offers  many  rewards  for  the  environment. 
If  these  g6als  are  to  be  achieved,  continued 
support  and  awareness  is  needed.  Questions, 
concerns  and  support  (in  all  forms)  are 
welcome.

Commission  member,  Grant  Seaverns,  spent  a 
tremendous  amount  of  time  and  effort  in 
arranging  for  the  lease  from  the  State  of  20 
parking  spaces  at  the  North  end  of  the  North 
Hampton  Beach.  Residents  were  charged  $10.00 
for  a  parking  permit.  We  are  hopeful  that 
this  parking  arrangement  will  continue  to  be 
supported  by  the  Town  as  we  feel  it  is  a 
great  recreational  asset  for  a  coastal  commu- 
nity such  as  North  Hampton. 

The  Commission  has  continued  efforts  to 
improve  and  upgrade  facilities  at  Dearborn 
Park.   Landscaping  work  and  crack  repair  on 
the  tennis  courts  has  been  done.

REPORT  OF 
LAMPREY  HEALTH  CARE 

Lamprey  Health  Care  operates  a  medical 
program  providing  primary  medical  care  and 
social  services.  The  medical  staff  at  Lam- 
prey Health  Care  consists  of  seven  physicians 
(five  family  physicians,  one  obstetrician/ 
gynecologist  and  one  pediatrician) .  A  Certi- 
fied Physician's  Assistant  and  three  Nurse 
Practitioners  round  out  the  provider  staff. 
Nutritional  counseling  and  social  services 
are  also  a  part  of  the  services  provided. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  has  offices  in 
Newmarket  and  in  Raymond.  It  provides  medi- 
cal care  to  everyone  including  those  that  are 
underinsured  and  uninsured.  Sliding  fee 
scale  arrangements  are  made  with  patients  who 
cannot  pay  the  full  price  for  medical  care. 
Approximately  60  visits  will  be  made  to 
Lamprey  Health  Care  by  residents  of  North 
Hampton  by  year ' s  end . 

Lamprey  Health  Care  also  operates  the 
Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program  for 
Rockingham  County  and  makes  it  available  to 
the  elderly  and  handicapped  residents  of  your 
community.  Special  appointments  for  medical 
or  specialist  care  are  arranged  through  the 
Transportation  Coordinator.  This  service  of 
the  Transportation  Program  is  most  often 
provided  to  the  residents  of  North  Hampton 
and  service  for  food  shopping  and  pharmacy  is 
also  available. 

Three  of  the  five  busses  operated  by 
Lamprey  Health  Care  are  wheelchair  accessible 
to  provide  transportation  to  handicapped 
individuals . 

This  program  provides  one  means  for  the 
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elderly  and  handicapped  individuals  to  remain 
independent  and  in  their  own  homes.  Alterna- 
tives for  many  of  the  people  who  ride  the 
Senior  Transportation  Program  could  mean  a 
nursing  home  placement  which  is  very  expen- 
sive. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  also  operates  the 
Rockingham  County  Info-Center,  a  social 
service  referral  system  which  provides  infor- 
mation and  referral  to  people  who  call  a 
toll-free  number  to  get  assistance  with  any 
number  of  problems.  Our  Information  and 
Referral  Coordinator  is  trained  to  know  area 
resources  and  can  help  the  caller  handle  just 
about  any  request  for  information.  The 
Rockingham  County  Info-Center  serves  much 
like  a  triage  for  the  social  service  and 
governmental  agencies  which  serve  Rockingham 
County . 

Seacoast  Tel-Med  is  also  provided  to 
residents  of  North  Hampton  and  provides  24 
hour  a  day  -  seven  days  per  week,  free  access 
to  medical  and  health  information  through  the 
use  of  the  telephone.  In  the  privacy  of 
their  own  home,  residents  of  your  community 
can  call  to  listen  to  over  200  taped  messages 
on  a  variety  of  health  related  topics.  Tel- 
Med  is  not  meant  to  be  used  as  a  diagnostic 
tool  but  it  can  help  educate  the  caller  about 
symptoms,  health  prevention  activities  and 
general  knowledge  of  disease.  Seacoast  Tel- 
Med  is  funded  through  grants  from  the  Founda- 
tion for  Seacoast  Health  and  Exeter  Hospital. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  provides  access  to 
health  care,  transportation  and  information 
through  its  services.  Access  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  when  residents  of  this 
area  are  looking  for  comprehensive  health 
services.   Support  for  these  programs  from 
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the    community    is    vital    to    its    continued 
operation. 

We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  Town  of 
North  Hampton.

Our  fiscal  year  runs  through  June  of  1989 
and,  during  that  time,  of  the  10,898  total 
calls  we  made,  2,218  were  made  for  the  resi- 
dents of  North  Hampton.  The  breakdown  of 
these  calls  is  as  follows: 

Nursing 1,491 

Physical  Therapy  217 

Occupational  Therapy  22 

Home  Health  Aide 488 

Of  these  calls,  604  visits  were  made  to  159 
patients  free  of  charge  or  at  a  reduced  fee. 
Skilled  nursing  services  are  available  twen- 
ty-four hours  a  day.  No  call  is  ever  refused 
due  to  monetary  consideration. 

At  present,  24  children  from  North  Hampton 
are  enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinic. 
Funding  for  these  services  is  provided,  in 
part,  through  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of 
Public  Health  Services,  Bureau  of  Material 
and  Child  Health.  Well  Child  Clinics  are 
held  twice  a  month  to  serve  children  birth  to 
six  years  of  age  from  families  who  meet 
federal  income  guidelines  (O.M.B.).  Dental 
jClinics,  staffed  by  Dental  Hygienists  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Dental  Bureau,  are 
held  twice  a  year  for  children,  ages  three  to 
six  years  old.  Further  treatment,  when 
needed,  is  provided  by  the  Bureau  of  Dental 
Health.  The  school  nurse  may  send  children 
to  our  office  at  no  charge  during  the  school 
year    if    the    students'    immunizations    need   to 
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be  updated  as  required  by  law.  Our  agency 
has  developed  a  Toddler  Car  Seat  Program, 
whereby  a  car  seat  may  be  borrowed  for  short- 
term  use  or  for  as  long  as  two  years  for  a 
small  rental  fee. 

Daily  between  8:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m.  a  walk- 
in  service  is  available  to  all  North  Hampton 
residents  at  our  office  at  Seacoast  Village, 
29  Lafayette  Road,  North  Hampton,  for  free 
blood  pressure  screenings,  health  assessment, 
medication  counseling  and  nutritional  educa- 
tion. This  past  year  we  had  101  North  Hamp- 
ton residents  make  395  visits  to  our  office 
for  injections,  diabetic  teaching,  blood 
drawings,  blood  pressure  monitoring,  etc. 
Flu  Clinics  are  held  each  Fall  in  our  office, 
as  well  as  at  local  health  fairs  on  request. 
Vaccine  is  also  provided  for  homebound  pa- 
tients. A  Basic  Foot  Care  Clinic  was  imple- 
mented in  April,  1987,  and  has  been  well 
received  by  residents 
During  the  past  fiscal 
made  94  visits  to  the 
Anyone  sixty  years  of 
individuals  unable  to  perform  own  foot  care 
due  to  visual  problems,  difficulty  with 
manual  dexterity,  etc.,  are  eligible  for 
these  Clinics.  Individuals  with  Diabetes  or 
circulatory  problems  will  require  a 
physician's  approval  for  participation.  This 
service  is  by  appointment  only  and  at  a 
minimal  fee.

Foot  Care  Clinic, 
age  and  older,  or 


Cholesterol  Screening  Clinics  are  held  bi- 
monthly in  our  office  on  an  appointment  basis 
and  at  a  minimal  fee.  Also,  Respite  Care  is 
available.  This  service  provides  needed 
relief  for  relatives  of  homebound  patients  in 
blocks  of  two-hour  intervals. 

Our  staff  consists  of  five  (5)  full  time 
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Registered  Nurses,  four  (4)  part  time  Regis- 
tered Nurses,  two  (2)  Physical  Therapists, 
one  (1)  Occupational  Therapist,  one  (1) 
Speech  Therapist,  one  (1)  full  time  Home 
Health  Aide,  three  (3)  part  time  Home  Health 
Aides,  a  secretary  and  a  bookkeeper.  We  also 
contract  with  Area  Homemaker/Home  Health 
Agency  which  enables  us  to  refer  local  resi- 
dents for  homemaker  assistance. 

Funding  cuts  at  Federal,  State  and  local 
levels  have  compromised  our  agency's  ability 
to  serve  everyone  in  need.  On  the  advice  of 
our  accountant,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Seacoast  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  voted 
to  request  each  town  to  increase  their  per 
capita  appropriation.  We  feel  this  is  neces- 
sary to  continue  to  provide  the  same  quality 
care  to  residents  of  this  area.  Your  contri- 
bution to  our  agency  expenses  is  a  vital 
resource  to  our  successful  delivery  of  home 
nursing  care  in  North  Hampton.

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HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  year  of  many  positive  actions 
for  promoting  safety  on  our  roads.  While 
there  remains  much  to  be  done,  numerous 
actions  and  suggestions  of  the  Committee  have 
been  implemented  at  both  the  State  and  local 
level. 

In  response  to  numerous  complaints  from  the 
citizens  concerning  truck  traffic  using  our 
secondary  roads  to  by-pass  the  congestion  on 
Route  1,  all  the  Town  roads  were  signed 
during  the  summer  prohibiting  all  through 
truck  traffic,  except  for  local  deliveries. 
This  action  has  dramatically  reduced  the 
truck  usage  and  should  also  lessen  the  wear 
and  tear  to  these  roads,  particularly  during 
the  winter  when  frost  combined  with  the  heavy 
trucks  creates  additional  maintenance  prob- 
lems and  the  attendant  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

One  of  the  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
Town,  Exeter  Road  and  Post  Road,  has  been  re- 
signed so  that  traffic  traveling  east  is  not 
confused  with  a  multitude  of  directional  and 
stop  signs.  The  addition  of  a  four-foot  stop 
sign,  a  red  blinker  and  additional  warning 
signs  to  the  west  of  the  intersection  by  the 
State  Highway  Department  have  greatly  reduced 
the  potential  for  accidents . 

The  most  persistent  and  perplexing  problem 
continues  to  be  the  traffic  dilemma  at  the 
North  Hampton  School.  Members  of  this 
committee  have  met  collectively  and  individu- 
ally with  the  School  Board  and  members  of  the 
School  administration  to  address  the  situa- 
tion. In  an  effort  to  direct  the  cars  and 
buses,  our  Highway  Department  installed  new 
larger  signs  at  the  entrance  and  exit  to  the 
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School  driveway  which  clearly  indicate  the 
hours  and  direction  of  the  flow  of  traffic. 
The  crosswalk  has  been  moved  to  the  eastern 
entrance  and  greater  effort  has  been  exerted 
to  make  sure  the  blinking  warning  lights 
operate  at  the  correct  times.  However,  we 
are  constantly  frustrated  by  the  lack  of 
willingness  on  the  part  of  some  parents  to 
cooperate  with  our  efforts  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  their  children.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year,  each  parent  receives 
straight  forward  instructions  as  to  the 
leaving  off  and  picking  up  of  their  children; 
but  for  some  reason,  some  parents  believe 
that  these  rules  are  for  the  other  parents 
and  not  for  them.  Violators  have  been  tick- 
eted by  our  Police  Department,  while  many 
have  been  spoken  to  by  the  crossing  guard. 
Further  exacerbating  the  problem  is  that 
during  periods  of  bad  weather,  the  traffic 
from  private  vehicles  entering  and  exiting 
the  school  yard  has  been  counted  to  be  in 
excess  of  100  cars.  This  situation  persists 
despite  the  fact  that  the  taxpayers  are 
providing  public  school  bus  transportation, 
which  is  adeguately  used  during  good  weather. 
If  any  parent  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  hours 
private  vehicles  are  allowed  on  school 
property,  please  contact  the  school  and  they 
will  be  glad  to  send  new  copies  of  the  regu- 
lations. Until  all  the  parents  cooperate  and 
obey  the  rules,  the  lives  of  the  children 
will  remain  in  danger. 

The  traffic  on  Route  1  continues  to  increase 
by  leaps  and  bounds.  As  all  are  aware,  the 
State  has  conducted  an  engineering  study  to 
remedy  the  problem;  however,  the  cure  ap- 
pears, from  North  Hampton's  standpoint,  to  be 
worse  than  the  disease.  A  four-lane  divided 
highway  would  cut  our  Town  into  two  halves 
and  dramatically  change  our  rural  atmosphere. 
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It  would  seriously  impair  the  movement  of 
traffic  from  one  side  of  town  to  the  other 
and  create,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Highway 
Committee,  more  problems  than  it  would  solve. 
It  would  also  be  financially  detrimental  to 
many  of  our  local  businesses  which  can  now  be 
easily  patronized  by  vehicles  traveling  in 
either  direction.  For  some  reason,  the 
consulting  engineers  who  drew  up  the  divided 
highway  plan  do  not  seem  to  understand  the 
correlation  between  the  toll  rate  on  the 
Turnpike  and  the  increase  in  traffic  on  Route 
1.  It  would  be  this  Committee's  opinion  that 
a  significant  reduction  in  the  tolls  would 
result  in  a  marked  reduction  in  Route  1 
traffic  and  what  the  State  would  loose  in 
tolls  would  be  far  less  than  the  cost  of  a 
new  Route  1 . 

The  Highway  Safety  Committee  has  had  a  busy 
and  productive  year.  All  the  members  of  the 
Board  have  worked  hard  to  carry  out  the 
resolutions  adopted  at  the  meetings.  If  any 
citizen  observes  any  situation  they  wish  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  please 
do  so  as  our  meeting  dates  are  available  at 
the  Town  Office.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
North  Hampton  School  District 
North  Hampton,  New  Hampshire 

Ve  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
North  Hampton  School  District  and  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  of 
the  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1989,  as  listed  in 
the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion 
on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

Ve  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.  He  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis 
for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  1C,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not 
known . 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  North  Hampton 
School  District  at  June  30,  1989,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the 
year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each 
of  the  individual  funds  of  the  School  District  at  June  30,  1989,  and  the 
results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

NORTH  HAMPTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

JANUARY  1990 

North  Hampton  Elementary  School  continues  to  maintain  its 
reputation  as  among  the  finest  elementary  schools  in  the  state  and 
region.   During  the  past  year,  our  program,  staff,  and  students 
have  continued  to  receive  recognition  and  approval.   Consider  the 
following: 

-  our  7th  and  8th  grade  English  teacher,  Mrs.  Karen  Weinhold, 
was  invited  to  address  the  National  Council  of  Teachers  of  English 
Convention  concerning  the  teaching  of  writing; 

-  an  independent  evaluation  of  our  special  education  program 
found  our  services  and  approach  to  be  "state  of  the  art"  and 
highly  commendable; 

-  our  graduates  continued  to  garner  disproportionate  numbers 
of  awards  and  honors  in  their  high  schools,  prep  schools  and 
colleges; 

-  our  two-year  old  Enrichment  program  has  earned  accolades 
from  professional  educators,  parents,  and  students  alike; 

-  our  students  again  scored  at  the  highest  levels  on 
regional,  state,  and  national  achievement  tests. 

-  our  Life  Skills  program  continues  to  develop  and  improve 
while  earning  high  praise  from  parents,  students,  and  experts; 

-  our  students  routinely  distinguish  themselves  on  athletic 
fields  and  floors,  in  musical  and  dramatic  productions,  and  in 
artistic  endeavors. 

The  year  1989  also  marked  the  end  of  Wayne  Elliot's  25-year 
tenure  at  North  Hampton  Elementary.   His  departure  has  left  a  void 
which  has  been  difficult  to  fill;  we  miss  him.   Wayne's  retirement 
resulted  in  an  administrative  reorganization  with  Mr.  Eric  Wigode 
assuming  the  dual  position  of  Assistant  Principal  and  Director  of 
Student  Services  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Sarno  becoming  the  Office 
Manager  and  Principal's  Secretary.   I  am  most  grateful  to  both  of 
them  for  all  of  their  efforts. 

I  am  also  grateful  for  the  services  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Carroll 
who  ably  served  as  my  replacement  during  my  recent  leave  of 
absence.   Mrs.  Carroll  and  the  entire  staff  did  a  fine  job  keeping 
things  moving  in  my  absence.   I  am  also  most  appreciative  of  the 
many  kind  words  and  thoughts  so  many  of  you  have  sent  my  family's 
way. 

Our  major  undertaking  at  school  this  year  is  a  review  of  our 
curriculum  and  practices  in  the  area  of  science  education.   The 
staff  is  currently  engaged  in  a  variety  of  activities  designed  to 
provide  students  with  learning  experiences  which  focus  on  science 
but  include  and  incorporate  many  other  subjects  in  an  activity- 
based  learning  format.   I  look  forward  to  the  staff's  continuing 
success  in  this  endeavor. 

Perhaps  most  fundamental  of  all  to  our  year  has  been  the 
promulgation  by  the  School  Board  of  North  Hampton's  Strategic 
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Principal's  Report  -  1990  -  page  2 

Plan.   This  document,  more  than  two  years  in  development,  lays  out 
a  vision  of  where  we  would  like  to  be  as  a  school  and  a  framework 
of  key  factors  which  must  be  achieved  to  reach  that  goal.   The 
Plan  calls  for  active  participation  of  all  citizens  in  the  life  of 
our  community  and  school.   I  urge  you  to  become  familiar  with  the 
document  and  the  Plan. 

Our  school  has  again  received  the  tremendously  wonderful 
assistance  and  support  of  the  Boosters,  a  dedicated  group  of 
parents  and  friends  who  provide  volunteers,  fund-raising  and 
enthusiastic  encouragement  for  all  kinds  of  events .. .social, 
educational,  service,  and  entertaining.   North  Hampton  would  not 
be  the  same  without  them. 

The  past  year  was  marked  by  a  generous  and  anonymous  gift  of 
$10,000  to  the  school  for  the  purchase  of  computer  equipment. 
This  grant  allowed  us  to  purchase  several  computers  for  student 
use  and  to  install  the  Newsbank  computer  information  retrieval 
system  in  our  library.   This  wonderful  tool  has  already  proven 
invaluable  to  students  and  staff  alike.   To  the  kind  citizen  of 
North  Hampton  who  provided  this  gift:  a  sincere  and  heart-felt 
thanks  from  the  students  and  staff  at  NHES. 

I  look  forward  to  1990  as  a  year  of  continued  growth.   It  is 
my  fervent  hope  that  the  citizens  of  North  Hampton  will  recognize 
our  need  for  additional  facilities  and  will  support  the  School 
Board  and  Building  Committee's  proposed  addition  to  the  school. 
We  have  reached  the  limits  of  our  building;  our  program  and  our 
children  need  the  expanded  library,  larger  gym,  improved 
cafeteria,  and  the  resultant  educational  space  these  programs  will 
leave  behind.   I  encourage  you  to  visit  the  school  to  see  for 
yourself.   Please  come  in! 

I  wish  to  close  by  thanking  the  staff  at  S.A.U.  21  and  in 
particular  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Norman  C.  Katner,  who  is 
retiring  this  June.   We  will  miss  Dr.  Katner  and  wish  him  well  in 
retirement.
